in  the  TWO  HUNDREDTH  YEAR 

1984  -  intended  to  be  a  year  of  CELEBRATION  —  it  was;  anticipated  to  be  a  joyous  occasion  —  it  was;  supposed 
to  be  the  focus  of  year's  joining  together  of  all  hands  in  Town  to  rejoice  —  it  was.  The  Bicentennial  year  was  all 
of  these  things  and  more. 

This  Annual  Report  is  dedicated,  see  frontispiece,  to  the  citizens  of  this  Town  —  all  of  us  —  for  contributing 
and  participating  in  the  CELEBRATION  —  living  history  and  making  history  live.  It  is  dedicated  to  say  THANK 
YOU  to  everyone.  We  celebrated,  folks,  we  really  did! 

This  Annual  Report  is  an  album,  or  scrap  book  of  the  Bicentennial.  It  is  not,  nor  intended  to  be,  a  complete 
collection,  but  a  sampling  of  the  events,  through  pictures,  programs  and  notices,  to  make  a  record  of  the  year. 

This  Annual  Report  bears  the  picture  of  the  Bicentennial  quilt  on  the  cover,  because  it  represents  the  Town,  and 
because  the  townspeople  are  proud  of  the  quilt.  Within  the  Report  are  pictures  of  some  of  the  ladies  who  did  the 
needle  work  that  produced  this  cloth  document,  or  master  piece,  if  you  will. 
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There  was  also  Town  Business  as  usual;  and  tax  bills  as  always,  a  reminder  that  we  pay  the  costs  of  Town,  Coun- 
ty and  schools. 

After  the  "Rate  Shock"  of  1983  there  was  a  significant  decline  (7%)  in  the  tax  rate.  The  two  "bottom  lines"  that 
bring  the  Tax  Rate  about  are  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  property  taxes,  and  net  valuation;  the  former  divided  by 
the  latter.  There  was  a  decline  in  the  amount  to  be  raised:  $36,900.00  (-5%)  down;  and  a  slight  increase  in  net  valua- 
tion, up  $815,240.00  (  +  2%).  And  that  winning  combination  made  the  lower  rate. 

The  Town's  appropriations  leveled  off,  but  the  County  increased  8%  and  the  schools  a  whopping  14%. 

Refer  to  the  pie  graphs  to  see  how  the  share  of  each  of  the  levels  of  government  compares  with  their  respective 
share  in  the  previous  year. 

So  how  do  the  two  "bottom  lines"  come  about?  The  "Thumb  Nail  View"  chart  is  a  simple  presentation  of  the 
ups  and  downs  of  the  elements  that  make  those  bottom  lines.  This  chart  is  a  clear  demonstration  of  how  difficult 
it  is  to  make  a  prediction  of  the  tax  rate,  because  there  are  so  many  variable  factors. 

While  the  amount  of  money  asked  for  by  the  Town,  the  County  and  the  schools  can  be  expected  to  show  an 
upward  trend,  the  assessables  (net  valuation)  are  less  likely  to  show  an  increase.  Without  construction,  assessables 
can't  increase  and  there  is  a  strong  negative  factor  in  the  increasing  of  exemptions,  especially  Current  Use  assessment. 

A  look  at  the  chart  "Thumb  Nail  View,  1983  v.  1984"  and  all  this  should  be  clear  to  you. 

All  that  glitters  is  NOT  Gold.  A  trite  old  truism,  but  read  on  to  see  that  it  has  meaning  in  our  situation 
(unfortunately). 

All  that  glitter  is  not  gold,  however.  The  Fund  Balance  —  or  surplus  condition  as  shown  on  the  Balance  Sheet 
is  lower  than  it  has  been  for  several  years.  The  low  Tax  Rate  may  be  a  happy  state  of  affairs,  but  it  was  produced, 
in  part,  by  using  $39,000.00  of  Surplus  from  1983  balance;  and  income  from  Bicentennial  sales,  and  interest  on  deposits. 
The  unhappy  result  is  that  while  taxes  were  lower,  our  surplus  is  lower.  In  addition,  other  factors  contributing  to 
the  lower  Fund  Balance  were:  (1)  prepayment  of  the  note  on  the  Grader,  due  1985  in  the  amount  of  $21,500.00;  and 
(2)  the  note  for  the  Fire  Truck,  authorized  by  Town  Meeting  was  not  issued,  i.e.  $28,750.00  was  not  borrowed.  Because 
of  the  last  two  matters  our  cash  balances  were  lower;  and,  as  above,  receipts  and  surplus  were  used  to  offset  taxes. 
Thus  income  from  taxes  was  lower,  depressing  our  surplus  (Fund  Balance).

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The  glitter  of  the  lower  1984  rate  may  wear  off  with  an  increase  of  rate  in  1985.  This  in  spite  of  the  view  at  this 
Budget  time  that  the  money  for  Town  purposes  is  $8,800.00  less  than  at  Budget  time  in  1984.  Other  reasons  for  an- 
ticipating a  higher  rate,  1985: 

1.  Noises  from  the  school  district  indicate  the  amount  Sutton  has  to  pay  may 
be  significantly  higher. 

2.  Probable  increase  in  the  County  Tax. 

3.  No  surplus  for  the  Town  to  use  as  an  offset. 

4.  Anticipated  receipts  in  the  Town  Budget  are  to  be  offset  by  a  like  appropriation. 

More  about  item  #4  above.  It  is  an  accounting  fact  of  life  as  written  "Municipal  Accounting"  by  D.R.A.,  that 
if  the  amount  of  an  appropriation  is  not  great  enough  (or  the  same  as),  to  offset  the  income  attributable  to  that  ap- 
propriation,  then  the  income  decreases  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxes.  That  sounds  O.K.,  but  from  the  notes  above 
the  problem  may  become  one  of  cutting  the  financial  cake  too  thin  and  having  an  insufficient  Fund  Balance  (Surplus). 

To  be  more  specific,  or  to  illustrate:  When  income  from  a  certain  category  is  say  $30,000.00,  and  the  appropria- 
tion set  against  that  receipt  is  $5,000.00,  it  means  that  $25,000.00  is  used  to  reduce  taxes.  In  combination  with  other 
factors  it  may  mean  the  reduction  of  a  safe  fund  balance. 

In  two  instances  in  1984  —  (1)  Interest,  a/c  Tax  Anticipation  Notes,  appropriation  $5,000.00,  income  from  in- 
vesting $29,500.00,  meant  that  $24,  500.00  helped  to  reduce  taxes.  (2)  Bicentennial  appropriation,  $2,500.00,  income 
$20,000.00,  meant  $17,500.00  helped  to  reduce  taxes.  That  is  the  way  the  figures  are  set  down  on  MS-2  -  "Appropria- 
tions and  Taxes  Assessed." 

There  is  nothing  wrong  with  reducing  taxes  you  say,  we  agree,  but  the  safety  cushion  of  the  fund  balance  should 
be  maintained.  Furthermore,  part  of  Fund  Balance  (Surplus)  may  be  used,  within  the  DRA  guidelines,  in  the  succeeding 
year  to  reduce  taxes.  Unlike  the  old  saying:  'y°u  c*n  have  your  cake  and  eat  it',  but  the  eating  part  may  be  delayed  a  bit. 

With  some  of  the  glitter  stripped  away,  this  means  that  taxes  will  likely  increase  in  1985;  due  to  increases  in  ap- 
propriations at  the  different  levels  of  government;  and  lack  of  surplus;  and  realistic  balancing  of  appropriations  and 
receipts;  and  the  likelihood  of  a  nearly  static  total  valuation,  or  inventory.  So  this  is  a  warning:  tax  rate  will  likely 
be  higher  —  1985. 
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OTHER  EVENTS  (and  problems),  1984 

Fire  Truck:  A  temporary  set-back  before  the  chassis  of  the  new  truck  could  be  ordered. 

The  requirement  of  a  new  Statute  that  became  effective  August  9,  1983,  is  that  all  Notes  be  approved  at  Town 
Meeting  by  a  vote  "by  ballot."  We  were  careful  to  poll  the  house  on  the  vote  on  Article  4,  with  90  in  favor;  and 
2  opposed,  but  did  not  have  a  proper  ballot  vote.  The  D.R.A.  advised  that  they  would  not  recognize  the  validity 
of  this  vote,  would  not  approve  the  appropriation  for  the  truck  in  the  tax  rate.  Accordingly  we  petitioned  the  Superior 
Court  (as  required  by  Law)  for  a  Special  Town  Meeting.  Our  appeal  was  granted,  and  a  meeting  was  held  August 
6,  1984.  The  vote  on  the  Article  to  purchase  the  fire  truck  passed  by  2A  majority,  48  in  favor;  4  opposed. 

This  hurdle  out  of  the  way,  the  chassis  was  ordered  and  delivered  to  the  truck  manufacturer  near  the  end  of  the  year. 

Round  Room  Furnishing:  As  proposed  last  year,  cabinets  are  under  construction  for  storage  space  along  the  walls 
in  the  Round  Room  (Selectmen's  office).  A  beautiful  and  useful  table  has  been  built  for  a  typewriter  table,  with  space 
for  storing  stationery,  and  enough  surface  beside  the  machine  to  lay  down  materials  while  working;  and  the  table 
sturdy  enough  so  that  papers  do  not  jiggle  off. 

Heating  System,  Town  Hall:  Two  new  furnaces  were  installed  in  the  Town  Hall,  improving  the  safety  and  efficiency 
of  the  facility.  This  is  a  good  example  of  the  value  of  our  Capital  Reserve  Fund  working  for  us  when  there  is  a  need 
to  be  met. 

Radar  Unit:  The  radar  unit  that  was  purchased  for  the  Police  Department  is  in  use.  (Let  that  be  a  word  to  the  wise 
as  to  the  speed  you  drive.) 

Current  Use  Value  Records:  We  have  computerized  all  C.U.V.  records  from  the  inception  of  that  program  to  the  pre- 
sent. Each  year  from  now  on  it  will  be  easier  to  update  these  records  by  sending  CUV  Assessment  Record  forms  noting 
the  additions,  changes  and  deletions  to  the  data  center.  When  the  information  is  needed  (to  fill  in  State  forms)  a  print- 
out will  produce  a  summary  indicating  original  or  ad  valorem  values,  current  use  value,  and  in  each  category  of  use, 
and  also  acreage  of  each  category.  The  idea  for  this  program  originated  in  this  office,  and  the  computer  center  has 
been  able  to  sell  the  plan  to  other  towns.

Six  Year  Plan  for  Equipment  Purchasing:  To  refresh  your  memory  about  the  plan  for  the  purchase  of  major  pieces 
of  equipment  it  is  reprinted  with  this  report.  The  plan  is  the  guidelines  we  are  using  to  acquire  these  "big  tag"  items; 
it  has  been  followed  closely  to  this  point.  The  important  thing  to  note  is  that  1985  is  the  year  we  are  'resting  on  our 
oars';  i.e.  there  is  no  equipment  to  be  purchased  in  this  year,  and  it  is  the  year  to  pay  off  two  notes,  the  last  one 
on  the  grader,  and  second,  the  only  note  on  the  Fire  Truck.  1986  begins  a  new  series  of  purchases. 
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WARRANT  ARTICLES 

What  is  ahead  in  the  WARNING  (Vermont's  word  for  Warrant)  for  Town  Meeting: 


Article  1  (Catch-all  article)  some  comments  about  changes: 

Town  Officers'  Expenses  include  a  modest  increase  for  an  office  copy  machine  and  micro-filming  Town  records,  now 
only  two  years  in  arrears. 

Election  &  Registration,  expenses  are  down  Si, 000. 00  because  this  is  a  quiet  political  year  -  only  the  Town  elections. 
Advertising  item  is  for  advertising  (not  a  Regional  planning  association).  S300.00  to  go  to  "Lake  Sunapee  Business 
Association"  to  promote  our  area. 

Legal  Expenses,  up  Si, 000. 00  to  accommodate  the  expenses  of  a  specific  case  that  is  pending  in  Superior  Court.  Also, 
legal  services  are  used  more  and  more  by  all  Boards  in  Town. 

Interest,  Tax  Anticipation  Notes  is  greatly  increased  for  the  reason  that  this  sum,  528,000.00,  is  to  offset  the  income 
from  investment  of  the  money  borrowed  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  Refer  to  discussion  above  for  the  importance  of 
offsetting  income  with  a  similar  appropriation.  Also,  as  it  has  been  proved,  borrowing  in  anticipation  of  taxes  is  not 
costing  us  interest  as  we  more  than  break  even  with  the  income  from  investment  v.  the  cost  of  borrowing.  We  submit 
that  this  is  simpler  and  less  expensive  than  the  extra  book  work  to  run  a  semi-annual  billing  system. 
Insurance  cost  increases  are  due  to  higher  limits  we  are  earning  for  liability,  and  higher  rates  for  this  kind  of  insurance. 
One  only  need  read  the  newspaper  stories  concerning  neighboring  town  to  realize  the  importance  of  seeking  "to  be 
covered  by  insurance." 

Churches  -  this  is  an  item  that  is  a  "wash,"  i.e.  the  money  is  income  from  trust  funds  in  the  same  amount  of  the  ap- 
propriation. The  income  from  this  Nelson  Fund  has  been  accumulating,  and  has  been  greater  than  the  withdrawals. 
This  year  one  of  the  Churches  needs  some  office  equipment,  and  they  are  asking  for  Si, 200. 00  more  than  their  usual 
S100.00  from  this  source. 

FICA  contribution  is  increased  by  Si, 300. 00  to  take  into  account  the  higher  contributing  rate,  and  higher  pay  roll. 
Principal,  Long  Term  Notes,  raised  through  taxes  this  year  the  money  to  repay  the  loans  for  the  Grader  (last  note), 
S21,500.00,  and  S28,750.00  for  the  Fire  Truck. 
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Article  2,  Highways  &  Bridges 

In  conjunction  with  the  Road  Agent,  the  Budget  Committee  and  the  Selectmen  have  worked  out  a  program  for 
road  improvements  in  1985,  and  the  costs  for  such  are  determined  roughly.  Also,  there  are  to  be  adjustments  in  pay 
since  our  rates  are  related  to  the  State  scale. 

The  comparison  between  the  years  1984,  1985  shows  the  overall  difference  between  the  appropriation  and  the 
income  to  be  used  as  an  offset;  the  availability  of  the  State  Block  Grant  Highway  Aid  program  and  Federal  Revenue 
Sharing  reduce  the  effect  on  our  local  share  (taxes).

There  is  a  $10,000.00  difference  to  be  raised  by  taxes  this  year  over  1984.  However,  the  importance  of  this  pro- 
posed budget  is  that  the  gross  figure,  $161,800.00  is  offset  by  $11,000.00  more  revenue  to  be  applied  to  maintenance, 
construction  and  reconstruction  of  Class  V  highways  in  accordance  with  the  Block  Grant  contribution  from  the  State. 

General  Expenses,  Highway  Department 

The  appropriation  for  General  Expenses  remains  the  same.  Owing  to  the  balance  in  that  account,  see  detail  of 
expenditures  #14.  It  is  hoped  that  the  proposed  appropriation  would  cover  all  the  usual  General  Expenses  (fuel,  light, 
telephone,  freight,  etc.),  but  will  allow  for  some  of  the  repairs  and  improvements  in  the  highway  garage,  viz.  repairs 
to  the  roof,  installation  of  ceiling  fans,  and  storm  windows.  If  this  proves  insufficient,  favorable  action  on  Article 
7  would  make  enough  additional  money  available.  See  comments  under  Article  7. 

Street  Lighting 

An  additional  $400.00  over  1984  is  in  this  appropriation  to  take  up  the  slack  of  the  increasing  rates  of  the  electric 
company.

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made  work  of  art.  A  useful  bulletin  board,  weather  proof  place  to  post  notices;  and  to  replace  the  black  board  that 
flaps  and  bangs  against  the  wall  on  the  porch.  The  bulletin  board  would  be  a  free  standing  unit  beside  the  entrance 
walk.  And  lighting  fixtures  of  a  quality  and  authenticity  more  accurately  of  the  period  of  1895,  to  be  installed  in  the 
main  hall.  Ceiling  chandeliers  and  wall  sconces  to  replace  the  1940's  fixtures  currently  there. 

The  sum,  $5,000.00,  in  this  article  is  close  to  the  difference  left  between  amount  raised/earned,  and  the  expenses 
of  the  two  year  finances  of  the  Bicentennial.  The  effect  of  including  Bicentennial  income  in  the  receipts  at  the  time 
of  figuring  the  tax  rate  was  one  of  the  contributing  factors  in  the  lowering  of  our  Fund  Balance.  (See  discussion  above). 
It  is  because  of  this  accounting  fact  that  the  appropriation  is  included  in  this  year's  budget. 

Article  6  Capital  Reserve  Funds 

This  Article  reflects  the  matter  of  planning  and  looking  forward  to  provide  future  needs.  These  Capital  Reserve 
Funds  are  of  long  standing  and  the  sums  listed  are  for  the  annual  addition  to  each  of  the  funds. 

$4,000.00  for  Town  Buildings  Fund  is  less  than  last  year.  Planning  is  still  going  forward  to  convert  space  in  the 
Town  Hall  to  develop  practical,  useful  and  needed  office  areas. 

$2,000.00  for  the  Incinerator,  same  as  last  year. 

For  Fire  Equipment,  $1,000.00.  The  amount  in  this  category  has  been  $250.00  for  a  long  period  of  time,  and  is 
obviously  unrealistic  in  view  of  the  cost  of  any  sort  of  equipment. 

Forest  Fire  Equipment,  $250.00,  the  same  as  last  year. 

Article  7  Reserve  Fund  (Town  Buildings) 

The  request  in  this  Article  is  for  a  Reserve  Fund,  not  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund.  The  difference  between  the  names 
of  these  funds  is  that  a  Reserve  Fund  is  one  set  aside  for  a  given  purpose,  expected  to  be  used  within  the  year,  but 
not  necessarily;  and  may  be  invested  in  a  Savings  account.  But,  this  type  of  fund  permits  the  withdrawal  of  the  money 
by  the  Selectmen  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  appropriated.  Contrariwise,  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
is  in  the  custody  of  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds,  and  may  be  withdrawn  only  by  the  vote  of  the  Town  at  Annual 
Meeting.  That  is,  in  the  latter,  the  money  if  needed  during  the  year  would  not  be  available.  The  purpose  of  a  Reserve 
Fund  for  Town  Buildings  would  be  to  make  money  available  to  continue  the  construction  of  the  cabinets  for  the  Round 
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Room,  and  to  have  money  available  for  the  repairs/improvements  at  the  Highway  garage.  The  latter  in  the  event 
that  the  balance  of  the  General  Expenses  account  was  insufficient  to  cover  all  the  expenses  at  the  sheds. 

Article  8  Study  Committee  of  Solid  Waste  Facility 

The  establishment  of  a  committee  to  study  the  effects  of  the  Town's  Solid  Waste  Facility  on  Lane  River,  and  to 
allow  the  Committee  a  modest  expense  account  to  cover  such  things  as  testing(s),  boring(s)  and  what-have-you. 

The  Committee  would  be  charged  with  the  overall  task  of,  not  only  assessing  the  present  situation  at  the  solid 
waste  site  to  see  whether  or  not  it  represents  a  potential  for  pollution,  but  also  to  establish  a  short  and  long  range 
plan  for  solid  waste  disposal  in  the  Town  of  Sutton,  including  septage  disposal. 

The  Committee  would  be  empowered  to  retain,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  experts  in  whatever  capacity 
necessary  to  appropriately  complete  their  studies  and  make  their  recommendations. 

The  Committee  would  be  appointed  for  whatever  period  of  time  necessary  to  adequately  address  the  matter,  sub- 
mitting a  written  report  to  the  Selectmen  describing  their  activities  and  findings  every  three  months,  or  more  frequent- 
ly if  necessary. 

The  Committee  should  submit  a  comprehensive,  short  and  long  range  plan  (in  writing)  to  the  citizens  of  Sutton 
for  their  consideration. 

Article  14  Re:  Johnson  Hill/Blaisdell  Hill  Roads 

Request  by  Petition  for  more  work  on  the  Johnson  Hill  -  Blaisdell  Hill  Roads.  Work  was  begun,  and  substantially 
completed,  on  these  roads  last  fall.  However,  cold  weather,  and  the  unavailability  of  cold  patch,  caused  the  cessation 
of  operations.  Plans  for  completing  this  work  is  in  the  overall  plan  for  road  improvements  in  1985,  see  discussion 
under  Article  2.  However,  a  drastic  reconstruction  of  these  roads  is  not  contemplated.  At  least  the  Blaisdell  Hill  Road 
does  not  lend  itself  to  a  major  widening  project  as  acquisition  of  land  and  destruction  of  scenic  walls  would  be  necessary. 
The  present  road  right  of  way  is  severely  constricted  and  does  not  readily  allow  a  wide  pavement  (travel  surface), 
plus  shoulders,  plus  ditches. 

1984  was  an  unusual  year,  characterized  by  being  busy.  The  Bicentennial  activities  involved  the  Town  officers  to  a 
great  degree,  and  at  the  same  time  "shop  had  to  be  tended."  We  are  honored  that  we  could  be  a  part  of  the  efforts 
of  the  year  and  humbly,  we  hope  that  we  contributed  to  a  sucessful  year  of  celebration.

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TOWN  MEETING 
March  14,  1984 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Robert  Bowers. 
Moderator  pro  tem,  at  7:35  p.m.  Invocation  was  given  by 
Rev.  Janet  MacGray. 

Results  of  the  elections  of  Town  Officers  and  voting  on 
amendments  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  which  took  place 
March  13,  were  announced  by  the  Moderator.  Elected  officers 
present  were  sworn  in  by  Mr.  Bowers. 

Reading  of  the  Warrant.  Gregory  Gill  moved  to  dispense 
with  the  reading  of  the  Warrant.  The  motion  was  seconded 
and  carried  by  voice  vote. 

Article  1  was  read  by  the  Moderator:

Ravno  were  nominated  to  the  office  of  Measures  of  Wood 


and  Timber  by  Doug  Sweet.  Homer  E.  Rayno  was  nominated 
to  the  office  of  Culler  of  Staves  by  Doug  Sweet.

On  a  voice  vote,  the  Moderator  declared  Article  2 
adopted. 

Article  3  was  read  by  the  Moderator: 
Thirdly  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 

appropriate    the    following    sums    of    money    for 

highways,  bridges  and  street  lighting: 

Town  Maintenance  $141,583.00 

General  Expenses,  Highway  Dept.6,000.00 
Street  Lighting  4,600.00 

Total  Appropriations,  Article  3 $152,183.00 

and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  amount  of 
$10,728.00  from  the  total  unencumbered  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the 
State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972;  and  to  ac- 
cept and  appropriate  the  following  funds:  First,  the 
Highway  Block  Grant  Aid  from  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  in  the  amount  of  $56,313.15  to  be  used 
for  the  maintenance,  construction  and  reconstruction 
of  Class  IV  and  V  highways  in  accordance  with 
Chapter  235,  RSA  as  amended;  Second,  the  balance 
of  former  T.R.A.  appropriations  to  be  received  from 
the  State  Treasurer  in  the  amount  of  $776.00;  all 
aforenamed  sums,  totalling  $67,817.15  as  a  set-off 
against  the  budgeted  appropriation  of  $141,583.00 
for  Town  Maintenance. 


Gregory  Gill  moved  to  acccept  Article  3  as  read.  The  mo- 
tion was  seconded.  There  was  no  discussion. 

On  a  voice  vote,  the  Moderator  declared  Article  3 
adopted  as  read. 

At  this  time,  Betty  Whittemore  was  recognized.  Mrs. 
Whittemore  presented  the  newly  finished  Bicentennial  Quilt 
to  the  Town  of  Sutton.  Motion  was  made  by  Doug  Sweet 
and  seconded  to  thank  Mrs.  Whittemore  and  the  members 
of  the  Bicentennial  Quilt  Committee  for  their  many  hours  of 
work  and  the  fine  result.  The  motion  was  carried 
unanimously. 

The  Moderator  read  Article  4: 
Fourthly  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $87,000.00  for  the  purchase 
of  a  fire  truck,  and  to  raise  $32,035.00  by  taxation 
in  1984;  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $28,750.00  to  be 
raised  by  a  note  payable  in  1985;  and  to  authorize 
the  withdrawal  of  $26,215.00  of  the  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  for  Fire  Truck.  The  1963  fire  truck  to  be  retain- 
ed for  continued  use  by  the  Fire  Department. 
The  Moderator  announced  that  a  two-thirds  majority 
vote  would  be  required  for  the  adoption  of  Article  4.  Gregory 
Gill  moved  that  Article  4  be  accepted  as  read,  and  the  mo- 
tion was  duly  seconded.  Ford  Bonardi  inquired  if  there  are 
any  alternatives  to  buying  a  new  fire  truck.  Fire  Chief  Car- 
roll Thompson  Sr.,  explained  that  most  used  fire  trucks  are 
similar  to  what  the  Town  already  has,  which  does  not  meet 
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requirements.  Jane  Nowlin  asked  about  the  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  for  the  truck,  and  Selectman  Darrel  Palmer  explained 
that  a  fund  was  started  several  years  ago — last  year  being  the 
only  year  that  money  was  not  set  aside  for  the  truck.  This 
was  part  of  a  five-year  program  for  replacement  of  equip- 
ment, which  was  reviewed.  To  date  $26,215.00  has  been  set 
aside  for  the  new  fire  truck.  Selectman  Palmer  pointed 
out  that  Article  5  is  to  be  voted  on  only  if  Article  4  does  not 
pass.  Ed  Keith  complimented  the  Selectmen  and  Budget  Com- 
mittee on  their  long-range  planning  for  equipment  needs  and 
spoke  in  favor  of  the  Article.  Mr.  Keith  stated  that  inflation 
makes  putting  off  the  purchase  of  the  fire  truck  impractical. 
A  motion  by  Charles  Forsberg  to  table  Article  4  did  not 
receive  a  second.

Seventhly  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the 
Bradford  Rescue  Squad  to  continue  the  existing  am- 
bulance service  being  provided  to  the  Town  of  Sut- 
ton; and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$6,120.00  to  be  donated  to  the  Bradford  Rescue 
Squad  toward  the  purchase  of  a  new  ambulance.  The 
terms  and  conditions  of  said  agreement  to  be  left  to 
the  discretion  of  the  Selectmen.  The  ambulance,  a 
Yankee  Coach  Pioneer  III  with  necessary  equipment 
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and  a  performance  bond,  will  cost  forty-nine  thou- 
sand ($49,000.00)  dollars.  The  Bradford  Rescue 
Squad  will  contribute  from  its  funds  fifteen  thousand 
($15,000.00)  dollars. 

The  Towns  served  by  the  Rescue  Squad  are  being 
asked  to  contribute  as  follows:

The  contributions  were  arrived  at  by  determining 
the  percentage  of  runs  per  town  (averaged  over  the 
last  five  years).  For  futher  details  please  see  the  Brad- 
ford Rescue  Squad's  report  within  this  (1983)  annual 
report. 
Carroll  Thompson  Sr.  moved  that  Article  7  be  accepted 

as  read.  The  motion  was  seconded. 

On  a  voice  vote,   the  Moderator  declared  Article  7 

adopted.  Darrel  Palmer,  Selectman,  recognized  and  thanked 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carl  Olson  and  Roberta  Geoffrion  for  their 

work  on  the  Bradford  Rescue  Squad. 

The  Moderator  read  Article  8: 

Eighthly  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,256.00  for  the  purchase 
of  a  radar  unit  for  the  Police  Department,  and  to  ac- 
cept as  an  offset  against  this  appropriation  the  sum 


of  $1,128.00  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 

Highway  Safety  Agency. 

Ford  Bonardi  moved  to  accept  Article  8  as  read,  and  the 
motion  was  duly  seconded.  Jane  Nowlin  spoke  against  the 
motion,  questioning  why  radar  was  needed  since  Sutton  has 
no  apparent  crime  problem.  She  feels  a  speed  trap  is  un- 
necessary. Donald  Davis,  Richard  Bailey,  Ford  Bonardi  and 
Carl  Pillsbury  spoke  in  favor  of  the  motion.  Mr.  Bonardi  feels 
that  the  use  of  radar  by  the  Police  Dept.  would  increase  the 
safety  of  the  Town,  particularly  for  the  children.

Gregory  Gill  moved  that  Article  9  be  accepted  as  read, 
and  the  motion  was  seconded.  A  misprint  on  this  Article  in 
the  Town  Report  was  pointed  out  —  the  Article  was  correct- 
ly printed  in  the  official  Warrant  posted.  Ford  Bonardi  ask- 
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ed  if  this  article  is  part  of  the  long-range  planning  that  was 
mentioned  earlier  in  the  meeting.  Gregory  Gill  explained  that 
the  fund  for  Town  Buildings  is  for  future  remodeling  for  of- 
fice space  in  the  Town  Hall,  as  explained  in  the  "Report  from 
the  Round  Room"  on  pages  15  through  17  of  the  Town 
Report.  It  was  asked  how  money  is  drawn  out  of  this  Capital 
Reserve  Fund.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Our  first  forest-fire  prevention  law  was  enacted  by  our 
State  Legislature  90  years  ago.  This  early  law  set  in  place  a 
cooperative  forest-fire  prevention  and  suppression  effort  bet- 
ween city  and  town  governments  and  state  government.  It 
simply  stated  that  no  open  fire  could  be  kindled,  when  the 
ground  is  free  of  snow,  without  the  written  permission  of  the 
town/city  Forest  Fire  Warden.  This  law  also  stated  that 
anyone  kindling  a  fire  without  written  permission  shall  be 
liable  for  the  damage  caused  and  subject  to  a  $1,000  fine. 

During  the  past  90  years,  this  law  has  worked  so  well 
that  it  has  remained  unchanged.  All  open  fires  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  be  authorized  by  the 
local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Persons  kindling  a  fire  without  a

permit  when  one  is  required  are  liable  for  damages  caused, 
fire  suppression  costs  and  subject  to  a  $1,000  fine. 

This  cooperative  fire-prevention  law  has  contributed 
significantly  to  our  nationally  recognized  annual  forest-fire 
loss  record.

1984  was  a  year  of  many  frustrations  and  many  long 
hours  of  dedicated  service  by  Members  and  Officers. 

We  were  pleased  that  the  voters  approved  our  plan  to 
purchase  a  new  fire  truck  to  upgrade  our  department.  The 
committee  was  working  hard  to  get  it  in  the  building  stage 
when  we  found  out  that  another  town  meeting  was  to  be  call- 
ed and  another  vote  to  make  it  legal.  This  was  done  and  we 
are  happy  to  report  that  the  truck  is  being  built  and  we  hope 
to  have  it  in  the  spring. 

In  September  a  plane  crash  off  the  Kearsarge  Valley  Road 
took  up  considerable  time  and  effort  on  the  part  of  our 
members.  There  was  no  fire  but  many  hands  were  needed 
retrieving  the  victims  of  the  crash. 

For  years  we  have  been  saying  we  are  going  to  have  a 
sizable  forest  fire  and  this  was  our  year.  Not  the  size  of  the 
fire  but  the  location  made  it  a  difficult  fire  and  time 
consuming. 

In  summing  this  up,  I  can  only  say  a  lot  of  this  could 
not  have  been  accomplished  if  not  for  the  support  of  the  tax- 
payers and  the  fund  raising  events  to  give  us  the  money  and 
equipment  needed. 

For  the  Dedication  of  the  Firemen,  the  support  from  their 
wives  and  families,  I  say  thank  you.

SUTTON  F.A.S.T.  SQUAD  —  1984 

Nineteen  eighty-four  was  a  busy  year  for  the  Sutton 
F.A.S.T.  (First  Aid  and  Stabilization  Team)  Squad.  We 
responded  to  50  medical  emergencies.  Motor  Vehicle  accidents 
were  the  majority  of  our  calls. 

During  1984  the  membership  of  the  squad  decreased  to 
the  lowest  number  since  1976  when  it  was  founded.  This 
decrease  was  due  to  several  members  moving  from  town.  We 
currently  have  three  people  enrolled  in  an  E.M.T.  (Emergen- 
cy Medical  Technician)  course  at  the  New  London  Hospital. 
They  will  become  active  members  of  the  squad  at  the  com- 
pletion of  the  course  in  late  spring. 


The  squad  works  closely  with  Bradford  Rescue  Squad 
and  with  the  New  London  Ambulance  Service,  the  two  am- 
bulances that  serve  Sutton.  Members  take  part  in  many  train- 
ing activities  within  the  squad,  with  other  squads  and  safety 
agencies  and  at  the  New  London  Hospital. 

The  Sutton  F.A.S.T.  Squad,  Bradford  Rescue  Squad, 
New  London  Ambulance,  New  London  Hospital  and  other 
hospitals  make  up  your  emergency  medical  system.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 
For  the  Year  Ended  December  31,  1984 

The  Planning  Board  meets  regularly  twice  each  month 
on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesdays.  All  meetings  are  open 
to  the  public  and  are  held  in  the  basement  of  Town  Hall  at 
7:30  p.m. 

At  Town  Meeting  March  1984  the  Board  proposed,  and 
the  voters  approved,  two  changes  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance. 
Personal,  non-commercial  sawmills  are  now  permitted  use  in 
the  rural-agricultural  district;  commercial  sawmills  are  a  per- 
mitted use  in  the  rural-agricultural  district  as  a  special  excep- 
tion subject  to  approval  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment. 

Much  of  the  Board's  effort  this  past  year  was  devoted 
to  revising  the  Subdivision  Regulations,  which  were  approv- 
ed by  the  Board  on  June  26,1984.  Copies  of  the  revised  Zon- 
ing Ordinance,  Building  Ordinance  and  Subdivision  Regula- 
tions were  printed  and  are  available  at  the  Selectmen's  office 
at  a  cost  of  $5.00.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT  —  1984 

The  Commission  planted  three  sugar  maples  as  part  of 
Sutton's  Bicentennial  celebration.  Locations  of  the  trees  were 
the  church  at  Sutton  Mills,  the  Town  Hall  and  Smiley  Grove 
in  North  Sutton. 

As  part  of  its  management  of  town-owned  woodlands 
the  Commission  continued  its  selective  cutting  on  the  Lane 
River  Site.  The  timber  stand  improvement  should  be  com- 
pleted by  spring  of  '85  with  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  firewood 
going  to  the  Town. 

The  N.H.  Fish  and  Game  Department  is  actively  acquir- 
ing about  170  acres  around  the  "Cascade  Waterfowl  Marsh" 
in  North  Sutton  to  preserve  and  manage  it  as  a  wetland 
habitat  for  wildlife.  The  marsh  has  been  an  asset  to  the  com- 
munity, providing  citizens  with  a  place  to  fish,  hunt  and 
observe  wildlife.  Fish  and  Game  has  managed  water  flow  at 
the  marsh  since  1955. 

We  will  probably  use  the  proceeds  from  the  Mildred  T. 
Lefferts  Fund  to  erect  a  sign  along  Keyser  Street  to  identify 
the  property  which  she  donated  to  the  town  for  wildlife 
preservation. 

Phase  II  of  the  Kezar  Lake  water  quality  improvement 
program  was  completed.  This  involved  the  application  of 
aluminum  sulfate  and  sodium  aluminate  to  about  100  acres 
of  the  lake  to  retard  algae  growth  by  trapping  phosphorus  in 
the  sediment  and  raising  alkalinity.  Sampling  of  the  lake  con- 
tinues. Wild  rice  was  not  planted  in  Chadwick  Marsh. 
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The  Commission  has  had  few  operating  expenses  this 

year  and  no  new  funds  have  been  requested  for  the  coming

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REPORT  OF  THE  ROAD  AGENT  -  1984 

The  year  1984  has  now  ended  with  many  projects  out 
of  the  way  for  a  while,  but,  of  course,  many  more  to  come. 

In  1983  three-tenths  of  a  mile  on  the  Kearsarge  Valley 
Road  was  torn  up  and  regraveled  and  also  raised  three  feet 
to  get  above  the  swamp.  This  year,  1984,  it  was  resurfaced 
and  sealed. 

The  Wadleigh  Hill  Bridge  (also  known  as  Pressey  Bridge) 
was  rebuilt  during  the  summer  with  steel  stringers  replacing 
the  old  wooden  ones  and  the  headers  were  cemented  up.  New 
four-inch  planks  and  four-inch  runners  were  put  down  with 
several  yards  of  gravel  added  to  each  approach.  Gristmill 
Bridge  was  also  replanked,  and  a  small  bridge  on  King  Hill 
Road  was  rebuilt. 

Both  sides  of  Johnson  Hill  were  ditched  and  many,  many 
tons  of  hot  patch  were  trucked  in  to  smooth  up  deteriorating 
existing  blacktop. 

These  were  time-consuming  projects  which  interfered 
with  the  regular  preventive  maintenances  such  as  road 
grading,  cutting  brush,  mowing  roadsides  and  replacing 
culverts.

REPORT  OF  OLD  STORE  MUSEUM  COMMITTEE 

1984  proved  to  be  a  very  good  year  for  the  Old  Store 
Museum.  The  Town's  celebration  of  its  Bicentennial  added 
both  to  our  enjoyment  and  activities.  It  sparked  a  great  deal 
of  interest  in  local  history  and  consequently  both  our  atten- 
dance and  donations  were  up  again  this  year.  Because  of  the 
Bicentennial  we  were  open  through  September  16.  Our  two 
most  popular  Sundays  were  "Old  Store  Museum  Day"  on 
August  12  which  coincided  with  our  Craft  Day  and  the  'Sut- 
ton Memories'  of  John  Bailey,  Clarence  Holmgren,  Bill  Brad- 
ford and  Iyla  Bonnecaze. 

Projects  worked  on  for  1984  included  the  following: 

1.  Installation  of  'Lexan'  over  the  windows  to  prevent 
the  deterioration  and  fading  of  paper,  photographs  and 
costumes. 

2.  Finished  copying  all  the  photographs  in  our  photo 
display.  They  are  now  mounted  on  acid  free  paper  with 
museum  tape;  this,  with  the  lexan,  should  keep  them  in  the 
best  possible  condition,  while  still  keeping  them  on  display. 

3.  Copied  the  1873  List  of  Legal  Voters  in  the  Town  of 
Sutton.  It  had  become  quite  faded;  wherever  possible  the 
names  were  verified  in  the  Town  History. 

4.  Continued  the  identification  and  inventory  of 
artifacts. 

5.  Bought  acid  free  boxes  for  the  storage  of  some  of 
the  costumes.  These  as  well  as  the  trunks  were  packed  with 
small  muslin  bags  of  mothflakes  to  prevent  insect  damage. 
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6.  Continued  to  change  displays  to  coincide  with  lec- 
ture topics. 

7.  Built  flower  boxes  for  the  front  porch.  The  Garden 
Club  provided  the  flowers. 

The  Museum  sponsored  lectures  on  dolls,  rush  seating, 
genealogy,  herbs,  spinning  and  weaving,  floor  cloths  and  Col- 
onial landscaping.  The  Craft  Day,  which  was  much  expand- 
ed from  last  year,  seemed  to  attract  many  more  people.  We 
intend  to  hold  another  one  this  year  as  there  was  so  much 
interest  and  enthusiasm  shown. 

The  building  remains  a  major  concern  for  the  coming 
year.  The  damp  corner  improved  but  did  not  disappear,  due 
either  to  dry  weather  or  improved  ventilation  or  both.  We 
are  also  getting  estimates  for  the  small  addition  to  house  our 
delivery  sleigh.  The  sleigh  was  on  display  at  Musterfield  Farm 
this  past  summer  for  the  Bicentennial,  but  there  is  no  room 
there  to  house  it  permanently.  It  is  a  wonderful  piece  of  town 
history  and  we  feel  that  it  should  be  where  people  can  see 
it.  As  we  still  have  a  very  generous  offer  of  the  lumber  for 
the  project,  we  hope  that  the  addition  can  be  completed  this 
year. 

Some  of  our  other  plans  for  the  year  include: 

1.  Repainting  the  Museum  signs. 

2.  Improving  the  costume  storage. 

3.  Continue  cataloging  and  dating  the  objects  in  the 
Museum. 

4.  Continue  the  Sunday  afternoon  lectures,  including 
such  subjects  as  preservation  of  old  photographs,  herbs, 


preservation  of  old  paper  items,  dolls  and  'Sutton  Memories'. 
Any  suggestions  for  lecture  topics  are  always  appreciated. 
The  Old  Store  Museum  will  be  open  Sundays  during  Ju- 
ly and  August  from  1  to  4  p.m.  Lectures  will  begin  at  2  o'clock 
at  the  Church  and  will  be  publicized  in  the  media  and  on  area 
bulletin  boards.  Please  help  support  this  project  by  attending.

LETTERS 

On  the  occasion  of  the  Coronation  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II, 
1953,  the  Sutton,  NH  Board  of  Selectmen  wrote  to  con- 
gratulate our  sister  Towns  in  England  for  that  event.  Thirty- 
one  years  later  as  part  of  our  Bicentennial  the  Board  wrote 
to  the  same  English  places  and  received  in  our  turn  congratula- 
tions on  our  two  hundredth  birthday.  Two  of  the  letters  from 
England  are  reproduced  here.  Also,  Charles  and  Betty  Whit-

temore  were  authorized  to  represent  our  Town  and  be  our 
good-will  ambassadors  at  two  places  in  England.  They  visited 
at  the  London  Borough  of  Sutton,  Surrey  and  at  Sutton-on- 
Sea,  Lincolnshire.  The  Whittemores  presented  their  hosts  with 
memorabilia  of  the  Bicentennial  and  a  container  of  New 
Hampshire  maple  syrup. 
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An  invitation  was  sent  to  the  Selectmen  of  Sutton, 
Massachusetts,  to  attend  the  April  13,  1984,  dinner,  especially 
because,  as  per  the  History  of  Sutton,  'the  supposition  is  that 
Baruch  Chase,  Esq.,  a  lawyer  of  Hopkinton  (N.H.)  named 
it  (Sutton,  N.H.)  for  Sutton,  Massachusetts,  his  native  town.' 
Eleven  town  officers  and  citizens  attended  the  dinner  and  pro- 
gram and  brought  many  gifts  to  their  namesake  town  of  Sut- 
ton, N.H.;  Sutton,  Massachusetts,  History,  "Sutton,  1976  a 
Contemporary  History";  a  commemorative  medal;  special  "I 
Love  Sutton,  N.H."  buttons;  Sutton  Pride  apples  (developed 
at  Sutton,  Massachusetts)  and  a  "Resolution."  The  latter  is 
reproduced  in  these  pages. 

After  the  April  13  event  the  Sutton,  Massachusetts,  peo- 
ple attended  many  of  the  Sutton,  N.H.,  Bicentennial  events; 
bringing  horses  to  exhibit  at  Muster  Field  Farm  Day.  In  turn 
Sutton,  N.H.,  visited  at  the  Waters  Farm  Day  in  Sutton, 
Massachusetts,  and  on  that  occasion  took  the  Conestoga 
wagon,  and  with  borrowed  Sutton,  Massachusetts  horses  rode 
into  the  Waters  Farm.

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IN  MEMORIAM 
Robert  Benjamin  Reed  Jr. 

Sutton  was  his  home  by  adoption  for  eight  years,  and 
he  loved  it.  A  keen  observer,  he  saw  its  obvious  divisions 
but  generously  donated  his  time  and  substance  to  all  public 
projects  in  all  parts  of  the  Town.  He  held  a  genuine  interest 
in  Town  government,  serving  on  the  Budget  Committee,  and 
in  his  administration  of  the  Police  Department  managed  it 
within  the  guidelines  set  by  the  Selectmen,  and  within  the 
budget.  He  re-formed  the  department  bringing  it  to  be 
respected.  He  was  compassionate  in  the  police  work;  he  would 
rather  talk  to  people  than  to  arrest  them;  he  got  along  with 
kids  in  the  school  district,  working  with  them  rather  than  an- 
tagonizing them.  The  latter  ability  was  recognized  in  a  letter 
of  commendation  from  the  school  administration  to  the 
Town. 

Born  in  Richmond  Hill,  New  York,  he  lived  many  years 
in  Huntington,  New  York,  sixteen  years  in  Hollis,  New  Hamp- 
shire, and  the  last  eight  years  in  Sutton.  In  New  York  he 
founded  Eagles  of  New  England  and  served  as  manufacturer's 
representative  for  electronic  parts  and  industrial  plastic.  In 
Hollis  and  later  in  Sutton,  he  served  as  a  part-time  policeman 
and  became  Chief  of  Police  two  years  ago.

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IN  MEMORIAM 
Sherman  John  Felch 

Sherman  John  Felch  was  a  tall,  straight  pine  in  our  Town. 
He  was  born,  lived  and  farmed  on  the  lands  of  the  Felchs, 
a  line  of  ownership  that  began  in  1814  with  the  first  two  John 
Felchs,  through  Gideon  D.  Felch  and  Sherman's  father,  John. 
He  engaged  in  all  phases  of  New  Hampshire  farming  and  log- 
ging operations  and  was  a  maple  syrup  maker  non-pareil. 
Starting  at  the  turn  of  the  century  the  Maple  Leaf  Golf  Course 
was  developed  at  his  farm,  and  he  managed  and  operated  it. 

Attesting  to  his  honesty  and  integrity  he  served  the  Town 
in  various  capacities:  from  1915  through  the  early  20's  as  Road 
Agent,  one  of  the  last  agents  to  operate  the  horse-drawn  snow 
roller.  A  Selectmen  for  a  time;  and  through  the  50's  and  60's 
he  was  Treasurer. 

His  Lincolnesque  figure  he  adapted  to  sports  as  well  as 
hard  work;  he  excelled  in  ice  skating,  golf  and  bowling.  His 
interest  in  the  Maple  Leaf  Golf  Course  was  that  of  playei 
perhaps  more  than  as  owner-manager. 

A  seventy-five  year  member  of  Sutton  Grange;  and  as 
the  Town's  oldest  resident  was  holder  of  the  Boston  Post  Cane 
for  three  weeks  in  May  1984.

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IN  MEMORIAM 
Jackson  Gale  Merrill 

Jack,  a  public  spirited  citizen,  was  a  person  illustrating 
how  "people  serve  people."  Nearly  everyone  in  Town  got  to 
know  him  as  the  major-domo  of  the  Town's  Incinerator  facili- 
ty. His  popularity  was  noted  by  the  community  effort  that 
was  made  to  give  him  financial  aid  for  medical  bills,  and  the 
large  attendance  at  his  service  on  November  24,  1984. 

As  confidant,  oracle,  preacher  and  source  of  informa- 
tion (particularly  about  Sutton)  Jack  was  far  more  than  a  func- 
tionary of  the  Town.  His  audience  was  large  and  his  admoni- 
tions remembered  with:  "Jack  said!" 

In  his  private  life  he  was  a  dreamer,  and  he  had  a  vision 
of  a  house  that  he  would  build  one  day  of  native  materials 
and  of  unusual  design,  on  a  wooded  site,  and  secluded.  He 
was  not  leaving  the  uncommon  plans  to  chance,  but  had  con- 
structed a  model. 

For  fourteen  years  he  had  been  a  sexton  of  Sutton 
cemeteries;  beyond  the  mere  mowing  of  grass  he  took  an  in- 
terest in  the  preservation  of  monuments.  In  1970  he  formed 
Merrill's  Landscaping  Service. 

He  was  a  former  member  of  the  Sutton  Volunteer  Fire 
Department  and  was  known  for  his  interest  and  collection 
of  Sutton  artifacts  and  genealogical  material.
